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TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  pro vi ci’ s reports  I have  pointed  out  that  tho 
natorium  has  to  deal  with  eases  in  all  stagos  of  tho  disoasos, 
icluding  tho  advanced  case  whoro  there  Is  no  hope  of  getting 
ttor,  hut  removal  from  home  is  absolutely  nocodsary  for  tho 
otoetion  of  other  inmates.  It  should  bo  borno  in  mind  that  tho 
■iginal  purpose  of  a Sanatorium  was  tho  treatment  of  tho  oarly 
so,  with  a view  to  arrost  or  cure  of  tho  disease, 

Rogarding  tho  fact  that  so  many  casos  aro  only  found  and 
'tifiod  in  an  advanced  stage,  or  in  a stage  where  tho  lesion 
.ough  small  33  obvious  and  can  no  longer  bo  regardod  as  oarly, 
am  inclined  to  think  that  tho  blame  rests  on  the  affoctod,  though 
always,  Ono  can  hardly  blame  tho  broadwinnor,  who  knows  ho 
a a cough  end  knows  he  is  not  feeling  up  to  his  usual  condition 
health  after  influonza.  Frankly  ho  is  afraid  to  seek  modical 
lp,  as  ho  foars  ho  will  bo  laid  off  his  work,  and  possibly  loso 
a Job,  So  ho  puts  off  the  visit  to  tho  Doctor  until  circumstance 
mpol  him  to  eook  advico,  and  thon  so  often  tho  disoaso  is  boyond 
.0  possibility  of  a euro  or  pormanont  arrest, 

Again,  another  fact  is  that,  in  many  casos,  tho  onset  is 
,ow  and  insidious,  and  the  affoctcd  easo  may  woll  bo  ac'lvancod 
foro  ho  feels  any  necessity  to  cook  advice.  Truly,  tuberculosis 
a disoaso  presenting  many  nfaccs,r.  But  with  other  aids  to 
agnosia  such  as  X-Ray,  Diagnostic  Skin  Tosts,  and  Inoculation  of 
inoa  Pigs  with  suspoctod  material,  very  few  oarly  caso3  should 
raissod,  and  I advise  that  all  av-.nv  j.s  of  help  should  bo 
ployod  rather  than  one  early  osi.se  bo  missed, 

Rogarding  tuberculosis  as  a curable  disease,  this  is  not 
unroasonablo  aim.  There  aro  two  groat  roasons  in  my  opinion 
y tho3Q  advancod  and  hopoloss  casos  should  not  bo  admitted  to 
o.. Sanatorium,  the  first  being  that  those  advanced  casos  cannot 
t hotter  and  they  go  down  and  down  steadily,  Tho  other  inmat os 
o this  case  gotting  worso  and  worso  and  finally  there  is  an 
pty  bod.  This  is  not  good  for  tho  montal  food  of  tho  other 
sos  who  have  a hotter  chance  of  rocovory,  and  no  doubt  affacts 
oir  montal  attitudo  towards  rocovory  vory  much.  Another  viow 
that  tho  general  public  gains  tho  impression  v/hon  tho  nows  is 
oaclcast  that  there  must  bo  something  wrong  with  the  Institution 
tho  treatment,  and  bogin  to  regard  tho  Sanatorium  as  a plnco 
ly  for  tho  dying.  This  Is  vory  apt,  and  not  without  roason,  to 
ottto  unfavourable  attitudo  towards  tho  Sanatorium  in  tho  minds 
those  who  aro  slightly  affoctod  and  are  capable  of  doriving  gro^ 
hofit  from  Institutional  treatment*

PORT  SANITARY  REGULATIONS , 

Port  Sanitary  Regulations,  (Scotland)  Act,  1933,  came 
into  force  in  May,  1933,  Those  Regulations  are  an  improvement  on 
tho  older  ones  amd  bring  our  procedure  into  line  with  other 
foroign  ports.  It  really  amounts  $ow  to  an  International  Scheme. 
As  far  as  this  County  is  concernod,  vory  littlo  shipping  arrivos 
from  foreign  ports,  and  thoso  ports,  up  to  date,  aro  European 
Ports,  and  none  of  thoso  Ports  have  boen  scheduled  as  boing 
infocted  with  tho  various  infectious  diseases  that  need  the 
attention  of  tho  Health  Authorities,  The  necessary  declarations 
of  health  have  boen  duly  received  from  tho  Masters  of  snips 
arriving  from  foroign  ports  and  forwarded  to  my  office.  Up  to 
date,  no  action  on  my  part  on  on  part  of  the  Customs  has  boon 
called  for  in  ordoring  vessels  to  their  spocial  moorings  in  tho 
harbours  or  at  the  piors . No  declaration  has  boen  called  for.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES  . 


In  connoction  with  the  Maternity  Child  Welfare  work 
luring  tho  war,  no  changos  woro  made  in  tho  arrangements,  and  tho 
gonoralwork  of  the  nurses  concerned  was  satisfactory  and  of  a 
good  standard. 

The  work  carried  out  by  tho  same  nurses  in  connoction 
with  the  Public  Hoalth  side  i.c.  Tuberculosis  and  Public  Assistanc 
cases,  was  also  carriod  out  satisfactorily  throughout  tho  County 
and  including  tho  Burghs  of  Kirkwall  and  Stroianess. 

Attached  is  a table  showing  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
District  Nurses  during  tho  year  ending  31st  December,  1947. 

There  is  no  real  clinic  established  in  this  County,  but 
tho  Nursos  of  the  Burghs  of  Kikkwall  and  Stromness  hold  a kind  of 
clinic  monthly  at  their  residences,  whore  informal  talks  and  advice 
are  given  to  mothers,  A cortain  number  of  oxpoctant  mothers  also 
attend  those  gatherings,  which  is  really  a combination  of  social 
and  maternity  service. 

One  outstanding  and  important  service  developed  during 
the  war  years  was  tho  provision  of  tho  vitamin  additions  of  orange 
juico  and  othor  preparations.  Cod  Liver  Oil,  and,  when  required, 
additions  Ini lk.  Those  preparations  wore  distributed  throughout 
tho  County,  and  tho  District  Nursos  administered  its  distribution. 
Apart  from  this,  I gather  that  a lot  of  parents  purchased  these 
preparations  from  tho  chemists. 

The  general  arrangements  with  tho  Local  Nursing  Associat- 
ions, by  which  these  nurses  carry  out  cortain  statuntory  duties 
remains  tho  same  as  in  previous  years.  Although  much  excellent 
work  is  dono,  the  system  is  in  a way  unsatisfactory,  in  as  much 
that  it  is  only  tho  large  Islands  and  somo  of  tho  Mainland  distric 
that  can  provido  a nurse,  since  the  maintenance  of  the  nurse  is 
kept  going  by  the  numb or  of  mombors  in  tho  associations,  plus 
grants  from  tho  County  Council,  Education  Committee  and  the 
Department.  The  areas  of  some  of  the  Districts  on  tho  Ha in la no 
arc  roally  too  hig  and  unwioldy,  and  in  winter  and  in  timos  of 
opidomics,  some  nursos  are  too  heavily  worked. 

Thus  all  tho  small  Islands  arc  unable  to  provide  a nur.r 
os  tho  population  could  not  raise  enough  money,  and  in  conncccio. 
with  tho  monetary  side,  I consider  tho  subscription  is  too  small 
for  tho  services  givon. 

Possibly  when  tho  Now  National  Hoalth  Service  is 
established,  those  voluntary  District  Nursing  Associations  will  be 
roplacod  and  worked  by  the  County  Council,  thero  might  be  a bottom 
area  of  distribution. 

There  aro  13  State  Registered  District  Nurses,  all  holc.m- 
tho  C.M.B.  Certificate,  in  tho  County,  and  1 nurse  without  tho 
C.M.B.  Certificate.

MATERNITY  SERVICES  ACT. 

Matomity  services  Scheme  under  the  above  Act  came  inti 
force  on  15th  March,  1943.  The  workings  of  the  Scheme  is  ra,hci 
irrogular  and  has  not  been  workod  at  sill  in  some  aroas,  For 
instance,  from  the  Burghs  of  Kirkwall  and  Stromness,  no  app-n.c-- 
-.cions  arc  r-ccoivod,  whilst  on  tho  othor  parts  of  tho  Mainland 
the  Schomo  is  going  fairly  strong.  Also  sono  Islands  pro son, 
luito  a large  number  of  cases  and  othors  do  not  seem  to  bo

Milk  and  Dairies. 
Improvement  to  Premises. 


Rapid  progress  is  still  being  made  with  the  erection,  re- 
nstruction  and  equipment  of  dairy  premises,  and  it  is  a pleasure 
observe  that  this  progress  has  not  been  confined  to  the  new- 
ncrs  but  that  most  of  the  old  registered  dairies  have  undergone 
Ostantial  changes  for  the  better.  The  most  successful  method  of 
sling  with  these  old  buildings  is  by  persuading  the  owners  to  do 
certain  amount  of  structural  work  each  year  until  the  premises 
n be  regarded  as  suitable  in  all  respects.  In  this  manner  one 
8 s gradual  improvements  in  lighting,  ventilation  and  drainage, 
laying  of  floors,  renewal  of  trevisses  and  improved  equipment. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board's  Cheese 
ctory  in  1946,  some  70  producers  have  been  granted  Provisional 
gistration  under  conditions,  involving  the  prevision  of  a 
eperly  eauipped  dairy  and  scullery  before  this  registration  is 
snted,  and  the  completion  of  all  other  work  within  a specified 
ne,  usually  two  years. 

All  this  work  of  erecting  new  byres  and  dairies,  r econstruct- 
g old  buildings,  introducing  ample  water  supplies  and.  installing 
e necessary  equipment  has  been  carried  out  with  great  spped  and 
a satisfactory  manner. 

As  a measure  of  the  standards  reached  within  two  years  it 
y be  pointed  out  that  there  were  only  3 graded  milk  licences  in 
e County  at  the  beginning  and  23  at  the  end  of  the  year,  with 
other  10  in  the  qualifying  stages  for  a "T.T."  or  Standard  Licence 

In  prescribing  the  structural  requirements  at  each  of  the 
ms  I have  adopted  the  recommendations  of  the  Secretary  of  State's 
mrittee  on  Form  Buildings,  and  on  these  lines  the  work  has  been 
sndordised  sc  far  os  is  compatible  with  the  varying  conditions 
countered  at  each  place. 

The  major  part  of  this  work  will  be  completed  during  1948 
t a great  number  of  extensions  are  in  hand  and  I expect  that  the 
ructural  work  will  go  on  until  1951. 

Milking  Methods. 

Most  of  the  milk  sold  by  retail  is  a much  purer  commodity 
sn  in  pre-war  days  but  much  work  has  still  to  be  dene  either  in 
rsuading  or  compelling  the  old-established  producers  to  observe 
dern  standards  of  care  and  cleanliness. 

The  newcomers  have  shown  great  willingness  to  learn  os  much 
possible  about  dairy  hygiene  but  a great  deal  of  advisory  work 
still  required  among  these  producers,  a fact  which  was  strikingly 
menstrated  during  the  hot  Summer  of  1947,  when  there  was  a marked 
op  in  the  quality  of  the  milk  sold  wholesale. 

This  falling-off  was  due  not  so  much  to  a prolonged  spell 
hot  weather  as  to  faulty  methods  in  the  byre  and  dairy. 

Many  visits  were  made  to  the  farms  concerned  and  the 
oducers  were  given  instructions  in  these  matters. 

Occasional  demonstrations  and  lectures  to  dairymen  have  of 
ur3e  their  value,  but  do  not  bear  comparison  with  individual 
ition  at  the  farms,  both  during  the  day  and  at  milking  times. 


Exempted  premises. 


It  is  impossible  to  state  the  number  of  premises  from  which 
lk  is  sold  to  neighbours  in  small  quantities.  There  are  hundreds 
such  places  throughout  the  County,  which  in  general  is  too 
attered  to  allow  of  the  trade  being  confined  to  registered  dairies. 

There  are  however,  a few  districts  where  in  the  near  future 
will  be  possible  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  milk  from  unregistered 
emises,  and  this  possibility  is  being  kept  very  much  in  mind, 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Order,  1954. 

The  requirements  of  this  Order  are,  on  the  whole,  well 
served  but  a few  of  the  old  registered  dairies  should  have  suitable 
iry  sculleries,  as  the  Order  forbids  the  use  of  domestic  boilers 
r washing  dairy  utensils. 

This  matter  is  also  having  attention.

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 

The  slaughterhouses  in  the  Burghal  and  Landward  areas  have 
?n  well  managed  and  kept  in  a clean  and  sanitary  condition.  The 
fuse  from  the  slaughterhouses,  including  condemned  meat  and  offals^ 
removed  to  dumps  in  the  landward  area  and  kept  under  proper 

ntrcl . 

During  the  year  a new  drainage  system  was  installed  at 
inby  Slaughterhouse  and  is  working  successfully.  The  drainage 
-m  this  slaughterhouse  was  defective  and  had  been  giving  rise  to 
np] a int s of  nuisance  in  the  neighbourhood.

One  informal  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  contain  10%  of 
;Jded  water  but  the  retailer  had  ceased  selling  milk  before  a formal 
umple  could  be  taken. 

One  formal  sample  of  milk  taken  in  December,  contained  3% 
r added  water  and  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  vendor,  who 
i.ed  not  guilty.  The  verdict  w as  ”Not  Proven”. 

Supervision  of  Food  Supplies. 

Foodstuffs  condemned  during  the  year  included  butter,  poultry 
irned  beef,  rabbits,  oatmeal,  prunes  and  a miscellaneous  assortment 
' tinned  goods.  The  weight  condemned  amounted  to  1 ton  5 cwts., 
pt  including  600  tinned  foodstuffs. 

Objectirn  was  taken  to  the  dirty  condition  of  two  butchers 
lops  in  the  country  districts,  a considerable  improvement  in 
ineral  cleanliness  was  then  effected,  but  the  bock  premises  of 
iese  shops  are  not  capable  of  being  readily  cleansed  and  are  to  be 
iructurally  improved.

Figures  for  building  proposals  accepted  by  the  Council  are 
•ntained  in  the  Medical  Officer's  Report.  Although  there  are  no 
iiilding  Byelaws  in  the  Landward  areas,  these  proposals  are 
camined  so  far  as  drainage  and  general  suitability  are  concerned 
id  the  owners  advised  where  amendments  are  necessary.  In  connection 
.th  these  matters,  125  visits  of  inspection  were  mode  during  the
